Liquid Fertilizers for Plowers. 

Liquid fertilizers are never failing 
renovators and rfme kind or other is 
within the reach of all. A few drops 
of household ammonia in a pitcher of 
e not lost on indifferent 
plants. A weekly application of 
soapsuds is recommended. Commer- 
cial plant food is gooil but iu some 
respects is not equal to barnyard ma- 
nure, although cleaner and easier to 
handle. 

A few table-salt bags filled with 
various manures securely tied, a pail 
old dipper, are the essentials 
and can be tucked away in an obf-cure 
corner of the back porch or (-lied, 
ready for hot water as the occasion 
demands. Pour water on the bags in 
the watering pot and the soluble parts 
will be leached out. Five or even 10 
pound bags are good size for a pail of 
>r; and the cloth is just course 
gh tor a strainer, keeping back 
fine straw and litter which might oth- 
erwise clog the watering pot. 

Hen manure is of great value but 
iust be used judiciously, for the per- 
centage of lime in its composition is 
larger than that ot any other given 
analysis. Dove manure is even bet- 
ter, for it contains more orgaj^ mat- 
ter, nearly as much nitroge^^tnd a 
third less lime, which w&m it aafer 
use. Sheep mauure has also been 
known to produce marvelous growth, 
which may be attributed to the uuu- 
lount of organic matter it con- 
tains. Cow manure is, perhape, saf- 
est and best of all for general use, as 
it contains all things in moderation.

81 hob silver dropped 10 almost 50e 
pe.- line ounce iu New York City 
about a month a go, ihe upward 
movement (which began about Sept 
16) ha* osrried it to nearly 60. The 
a.lvance i* due partially to the fact 
that the Bank ot England propose** to 
employ silver tor one-fifth of its re- 
serve under conditions that are ap- 
parently more mythical than possible, 
The strength iu Indian exchange has 
also helped silver. But the funda- 
mental cause lor tho improvement in 
the value of the whito motel comes 
from France. 

It is now apparent that the preseni 
French administration is more rend) 
tuan lor forty years to join hands with 
the United StateB in bringing abottl 
international free coinage, or himelal- 
i*in. Mr. Meline, the French minister 
of agrienliuie, wan forced Into this 
position because advancing prices for 
bread mu If i In ih« face ot a very shon 
domestic crop compel France to be a 
heavy importer ot wheat and other 
cereal', and consumers are very ur- 
gent in demanding tho suspension ot 
the duties on cereal?, hoping thereb 
10 reduce prices of breadstuff* ii 
Fiance by the amount of such dune* 
The ministry has thus far refused thi 
demand, but the agitation is on the 
increase. Mr. Meline evidently now 
proposes to no longer stand in the wav 
of this demand, provided he cau paci 
fy the agrarian element by a strong 
effort to bring about international bi- 
melalism . 

England's reply to the United 
States' bimetalic commission is ex- 
peeled early t'ds month. Should Si 
be favorable, which is problematical 
in view of the organized protest of 
Loudon bankers against the position 
of the Bank of Enf laud, the silver sit- 
uation would be materially strength- 
ened. Already the gold premium al 
Buenos Ayres and the City ot Mexico 
his fallen, and iustead of its requiring 
$2.40 of Mexican silver (not $1.40 as 
misprint put it a two weeks since) 10 
pay for $1 worth of goods in New 
York or London, (he figure is round 
$2.25. It is a singular coincidence 
that duriug the ten days that silver 
was making this advance, wheat and 
cereals sold oil . Sec'y Gage has or- 
dered the resumption of the coinage 
of the United States standard silver 
dollar at the United States mints from 
the bullion purchased under the 
Sherman law, because of the rapid ex- 
haustion of the supply of these coins. 
The Sept. coinage is expected to 
reach $1,000,000 with twice as much 
in October and again in November.

The Descent of Rivers. 

Generally fpeaking, tbe slope of 
the bods of rivers flowing into the 
Mississippi from the east is, 
the average, about 3 inches 
mile.

The aver- 
age descent per mile of the Missouri 
after it leaves the mountains 
reckoned about a foot; the 
Moines from its source to its 1 
junction with the Mississippi, about 
7.3 inches. Tho entire length of the 
Ohio shows a fall of even 
inches. The Mississippi from the 
mouth of the Ohio to the gulf has a 
fall of about t\ inches.— Ohio State 
Journal.

There are those who think itv 
piece of impertinence for a Londi 
like Dickens to suppose that he 
could escape the inexorable limita- 
tions of his birth and education and 
hope to see Americans or French- 
men as they really are. Far finer 
artists than Dickens have failed in 
this-artists of a far more exquisite 
touch. 

The masterpieces of the great 
painters instantly declare the race 
to which the limner himself belong- 
ed. Rubens and Velasquez and Ti 
tian traveled and saw the world. 
They have left us portraits of men 
of many nationalities, and yet every 
man and woman Rubens painted 
Beems to us Dutch, every man and 
woman Velasquea painted 
us Spanish, every man and woman 
Titian painted seems to us Italian. 
In short, a man can no more escape 
from his raco than he can escape 
from his century. It is the misfor- 
tune of the historical novelist that 
he must try to do both. —Prof essor 
Brander Matthews in Forum.
